San Francisco, Aug. 30.—One of the 


worst marine disasters in the history 
of this section of the Pacific const 
was believed to have been enacted 
with the collision of the passenger 
steamer San Juan and the tanker S 
C. T. Dodd. off Half Moon Bay early 
tncay. 


It is. believed that between 25 and 


40 persons lost their lives when the 
two vessels collided, in a soupy fog. 


The San Juan was en route to Los 


Angeles with passengers and freight. 


Some of the survivors picked up by 


the Dodd and the McCormick steam- 
er Munami were badly injured, radio 
advices said. 


The motorship Frank Lynch also 


i picked up the S.O.S. sent out by the 


J San Juan and steamed to the scene 
of the disaster to aid in the rescue

lock, poison hemlock, 
wild cherry, 


black locust, mountain laurel, sheep 
laurel, bracken fern, flowering spurg 
and blaick nightshade. 


Borne of thes^i plants ara 
quite 


poisonous and may cause sickness and 
death when eaten even in small quan- 
tities. 
Others arc less poisonous and 


must be eaten in large quantities be- 
fore any trouble will be noticed. 


One of the most dangerous plants 


in late summer Is the white snake- 
root. 
It is ordinarily not eaten by 


cattle but when pastures are dry the 


animals eat the tops of the plants 
often with fatal results.
